It  seems  like  last 
week,  we  were  trying  to  pick  up  ladies  on  the 
Boston  trip,  or  we  were  waving  corner-flags 
around  after  we  scored  a  goal  in  soccer.

Heapmaster  s  Message 


This  past  school  year  was  marked  by  the  tragedy  of 
September  I  I ,  which  cast  a  pall  around  the  world  and, 
no  doubt,  psychologically  scarred  every  member  of  our 
community.  In  September,  we  all  asked  ourselves  how  we 
were  to  cope  with  the  many  implications  of  such  a 
tragedy.  The  answer  came  in  immersing  ourselves  in  the 
comfort  of  routine,  normal,  manageable  challenges  of 
work  and  play  within  the  School. 

It  was  understandable  that,  after  such  a  tragedy,  parents 
and  the  School  would  seek  to  create  a  bubble  of  security 
and  success  around  our  children  in  an  attempt  to 
preclude  hurt  or  failure.  In  the  United  States, 
Headmasters  responded  that  seniors  were  applying  to 
colleges  and  universities  close  to  home  -  a  trend  that 
raises  the  question,  "Where  can  one  go  to  be  sure  he  or 
she  is  safe?"  Paradoxically,  it  is  because  of  the  events  of 
September  1 1 ,  and  what  we  have  learned  since,  that  we 
must  let  our  children  go.  While  the  world  is  an  unsafe 
place,  it  is  the  one  in  which  our  children  live. 

It  was  important,  therefore,  at  HGS,  that  we  resisted  the 
impulse  to  be  preoccupied  with  safety.  There  is  a  beautiful 
line  in  Tennyson's  poem,  Ulysses,  in  which  he  says,  "How  dull 
it  is  to  rust  unburnish'd,  not  to  shine  in  use!"  To  shine  in  use 
implies  to  me  an  element  of  risk.  And  without  risk,  there  can 
be  no  growth  of  any  kind.  He  ends  the  poem  with  the 
words,  "To  strive,  to  seek,  to  find,  and  not  to  yield."  Dicey 
business,  but  that  is  the  spirit  that  characterized  the  Class  of 
2002  and  this  past  year  at  HGS. 

This  class  will  always  be  labeled  as  the  graduating  class 
of  9/ 1 1 ,  but  will  always  be  remembered  as  the  class  that 
"shone  in  use."  Godspeed!
